lirect, to the work of carrying on tho 
war, or tha-t it relates to a~public need 
t such urgency that 'it cannot be post- 
loned. 


Nearly all municipal improvements 
an bo put off for a few years without 
aatcrial injury to the public; postpone- 
lent .generally,.involves only personal 
nconvenience. which we feel confident 
hat your citizens will cheerfully bear 
or the purpose of saving suffering; and 
immishing the loss of human life in 
he cause in which the nation is en- 
aged. 
Generally speaking, new pub- 
c buildings, new parks, new streets 
nd sidewalks and new surface drains 
•ill not help to win the war; and any- 
xtension of water mains and sewers 
nd of street lighting should be care- 
ully 
scrutinized.

f some highways or streets may have 
uch a dire relation to efficiency and 
afety in transportation that they be- 
oine a public necessity and are re- 
tted to the prosecution of the war. 
Ve are confident that the members o£ 
our city council will patriotically re- 
pond to this appeal, even when it bo- 
urnes necessary for them to consent 
o the postponement of desirable im- 
rovernents for the benefit of the dis- 
s which they represent.

German ollicialdom claims ws ar 


conducting a war on paper, but al 
ready our army in the trenches ha 
convinced the Gcrnuuis that it is no 
made up of paper soldiers. As To 
conducting a war on paper, there i 
no other country involved doing 
much on paper as is Germany. The 
Kaiser has conscripted practically al 
.the property in the empire and all the 
owners or such of them as are alive 
have to show for it is a piece o: 
worthless government pa.per. 


Von Capelle, Germany's minister of 


the navy, _Js "a cheerful little cuss,' 
as Artemus Ward would put it. He 
tells the reichstag that the U-boats 
are doing a bigger business than ever, 
that America's shipyards are all mere- 
ly on paper and that the Allies' eco- 
nomic difficulties have been increased 
by America's entrance into the war. 


It is the business of a German min- 


ister to fool the reichstas and it may 
ba the duty of the reichstag to be 
fooled but the world-at-large pretty 
thoroughly'realizes that the issue of 
this war depends upon just one ques- 


' tion, this: 


Can the entente powers hold out 


for sis months'! 


Six months may not be necessary 


but that's the limit of the necessity. 


For a. year our contribution to the 


war has been largely "on paper," com- 
paratively speaking. We were a na- 
tion of peace-lovers. Moreover, we 
were a nation of profit-hunters—all of 
us; those not after 40 per cent divi- 
dends were after

ius directed along special lines has 
always produced wonders. 


We may have started slowly, may

and, given time to apply our sum to- 
tal, we'll alter the aspect of affairs in 
Europe, Asia and Africa, so sure as 
God. rules and right is might! 


But we wouldn't say these things 


were there any possibility that Von 
Capelle or other

would read and believe 
them. The

not seriously in it, the

quicker that enemy is going to fall. 
Go to it, Von Capelle! Fool 'em!

LONDON. April 23.—Andrew Bonar 


Law, chancelllor of the exchequer, in 
introducing the budget in the house 
of commons yesterday, said it was 
the largest in the history of the 
world and he desired to present the 
situation as briefly as possible. 


His anticipations as to the assist- 


ance given to the allies by the United 
States had been fulfilled. 
Despite 


this assistance the British loans to 
the allies in the past year were 
$2,525,000,000. The United States had 
advanced to all the allies $4.750,000,- 
000. 


Are Self-Supporting 


"It is only necessary for us," said 
the chancellor, "to lean on the United 
States to the amount the other allies 
lean on us. 
In other words we are 


self-supporting. 


He had

in communication 


•with Secretary McAdoo on the sub- 
ject at these complicated loan trans- 
actions and with Mr. Crosby, head of 
the financial mission to Europe, who 
was on the point of returning to 
Washington 
to consult his govern- 


ment 


"I have made certain 
suggestions 


regarding advances to 
the 
allies," 


continued the chancellor, "which, if 
adopted, will lessen our burden con- 
siderably without in any way in 


creasing the total obligation te the 
United States."

preciation of the hearty co-operation 
on the part of the Canadian govern- 
ment in assisting to finance the war. 
He considered it possible that the 
alteration of the arrangement with the

loans to the allies being reduced to 
$1,500,000,000 and to tha dominions 
5250,000,000. 
He pointed out how 


small tho advances to the dominions 
had been during the war, showing 
how great was the desire, not only 
in Canada but in the other domin- 
ions, to carry on the war out of 
their own expenditures. 


The additional taxation 
proposed, 


said the chancellor, would in the full 
year be equivalent to 66 per cent of
